LONDON, May 2.—The wave of de 
pression which has been sweeping En- 
giand for the last few days, following 
the receipt of war news regarded as 
unfavorable, was checked today by the 
Gefinite announcement of the decision 
ef the Government to form a coalition 
Cabinet, together with better news 
from the Eastern front. 

It is believed here that the Russian 
e@4dvance near Shavii in Courland, where 
the line of the forces of Emperor Nich- 
elas has been straightened out, will do 
much to counteract the effect of the 
Austro-German advance in the vicinity 
eof Przemys! across the River San, 

The military writers, in the morning 
mewspapers say only ne out of 14 Rus- 
pian armies has been in deadly dan- 
ger, and that Grand Duke Nicholas is 
playing his usual strategic game of 
drawing the enemy away from his base. 
Petrograd maintains that # Austrian 
and German army corps (1,600,000 men) 
have been used against the center of 
the Rusisan line along a front measur- 
ing 100 miles. 

Teutons Cross the San. 

The Austrians armies in conjunc- 
tion with those of Germany, continue 
massed attacks against the Russians 
who are attempting to form a new 
line behind the Rivef San, both north 
and south of Przemys) and west of 
the Vistula River in Southern Poland. 
These attacks, according to the Aus- 
trian and German reports, have met 
with their greatest success north of 
Przeémys!], where the Germanic allies 
have succeeded in erossing the river 
and have occupied Sieniawa on the 
eastern bank. 

Russian Positions Stormed. 

Today's German official statement 
pays: 

“Our troops which penetrated across 
the Gan River, north of Przemysl, 
again were attacked yesterday by the 
Russians in a desperate assault. The 
enemy everywhere was repulsed with 
very considerable losses. This morning 
we opened a counter attack on one of 
his wings and stormed the enemy posi- 
tions. He is fleeing as quickly as pos- 
Bible. Ya QE 

“Russian forces advancing south of 
the Niemen (in Poland) were complete- 
ly defeated at Grycszkabuda, Symtwoty 
and Szaki. Remnants of the enemy's 
forces are fleeing in an easterly di- 
rection into the forest. Minor divisions 
still are holding Sutki. The number 


of gear increases by 200. Two hun- 
dred and four more machine guns were 
captured.” 


The Austrian official statement says: 
*The Teutonic allies, who advanced to 
the enst bank of the San river Tuesday, 
repulsed acrogs the Lubaczowka River 
strong Russian forces, which offered 
resistance northeast of Jaroslau, and 
captured Seiniawa and forced a cros- 
sing of the San, taking 7000 prisoners 
and eight guns. 

The Russians continue to hold both 
banks of the River San, south of Jar- 
oslau, according to the Russian official 
statement. The bombardment at Prze- 
mysl continues. It is admitted that the 
Teutonic allies have consoliated their 
positions on the right bank of the San, 
in the sector between Jaroslau and 
Lezaysko. 

Reports from Athens set forth that 
tne Allies have occupied the Turkish 
position of Kilid Bahr, on the European 
side of the Dardanelles, opposite Cha- 
nak. Occupation is said to have taken 
place after the position had been re 
duced by a bombaridinent of the fleet. 

Three More Ships Torpedoed. 

A dispatch from Peterhead, Scotland, 
today, says the British trawler Chryso- 
Iite was sunk by a German submarine 
at a point 30 miles off Kinnaird‘s head, 
in the North Sea, yesterday The crew 
took to the boats and was landed by a 
Norwegain vessel at Peterhead today. 

The British steamer Dumfries was tor- 
pédoed yesterday morning. The steamer 
is still afloat 2% miles southwest of Hart- 
land Point. The Dumfries, which is 
4121 tons gross, left Cardiff Tuesday for 
Leghorn... Fifty-two members of the 
crew have been landed at Il Fracombe. 
They were picked up half an hour after 
the steamer was torpedoed. Two Las- 
care of the crew were drowned, and two 
others were badly injured. 

The trawler Lucerne was sunk by 4 
German submarine # miles off Battery 
Head, Scotland, Wednesday. The crew 
of the trawler was landed.

Anton Kuepferle Leaves Message 
on Slate Confessing That 
He Was a Soldier. 


SCARF USED AS_ ROPE 


British Government Accused 
Him of Giving Military In- 
formation to Germans. 


LONDON, May 2%.—Anton Kuepferle. 
who said he was an American citizen 
who once lived in Brooklyn and who 
has been on trial charged with giving 
military information to the enemies of 
Great Britain, hanged himself last night 
in Brixton Prison. 

Kuepferle left a message written on % 
slate bearing testimony to the fairness 
of his trial. He confessed he was a sol- 
dier, said he wished to die as a soldier 
and declared he could not bear to 
mount the scaffold as a spy. 

When court opened this morning for 
the resumption of the trial the At- 
torney-General announced the death 
of the prisoner. 


Hangs Self With Silk Scarf. 
“Since the rise of this court last 


night,” the Attorney-General said, 
“the man Kuepferle has committed 
suicide in Brixton prison. He was 
in a special observation cell under 
practically. continuous observation, 
but during one of the’short intervals 
he seized tte opportunity of taking 
his life.’’ 

Chief Warden Cook, who is in 
charge of the prison, has testified 
that last night the night patrol offi- 
cer, a warden named Perry, came to 
him and said: “I cannot see the 
prisoner.” 

Warden Cook immediately arose 
and opening the cell door, he found 
the prisoner hanging by the neck 
from a ventilator in a corner be- 
hind the door. He had used a silk 
scarf and he was hanging clear of the 
floor. 


Message on Slate. 
Warren Cook produced the slate on 


which the prisoner had written his mes- 
sage. This communication follows: 
“To whom it may concern: My name 
is Keupferle, and I was born in Ras- 
tatt, in Baden. I am a soldier with a 
rank I do not desire to mention. I can 
say I have had a fair trial in the United 
Kingdom, but I am unable longer tv 
stand the strain, and I take the law in 
my own hands. I have fought many a 
battle, and death is the only savior for 
ine. I would prefer death by shooting. 
put I do not wishtoascend the scaf- 
fold as (here the prisoner drew a Ma- 
sonic sign), and I hope the Almighty 
Architect of this universe will lead me 
in the unknown land. I am not dying 
as a spy, but as a soldier. I stood my 
fate as a man, but I cannot be a Mar 
and perjure myself. I ask you kindly 
that my uncle, Ambrose Droll of Ras- 
tatt, be notified of my death: I desire 
that all my estate go to him. What I 
have done was for my country. I ex- 
press my thanks, and may the Lord 
bless you all. Yours, etc., 
“KUEPFERLDE.” 
On the other side of the slate the man 
had written, “I was born June 11, 1883. 


The trial of Anton Kuepferle began 
Tuesday at the Old Bailey Police Court 
before Lord Chief Justice Reading and 
Justices Avory and Lush. The proceed- 
ings were public and the courtroom was 
crowded. The charge against the prison- 
er was that he attempted to communi- 
cate to Germany information respecting 
British warships and military forces. 
The prosecution was conducted by the 
Attorney-General. Kueperle pleaded not 
guilty. The prosecution contended that 
while he claimed to be a naturalized 
American citizen he was in reality a 
German. 

Kuepferle was charged with writing to 
a German at an address in a neutral 
country in Europe giving valuable facts 
regarding English military dispositions. 
It was asserted that while the letter 
appeared on its face to be an innocent 
commercial communication it was found 
to be interlined in invisible ink with mil- 
itary information written in the German

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AIR SHAFT COVER 


CRASHES TRROUGH 


Iron Weighing 76 
Imperils Lives of 
Six Persons. 


Mass. of 
Pounds, 


ONLY TWO ARE _ HURT 


Mule Swims Away on Sewer 
Flood and Refuses to Be 
Rescued. 


Six persons had a narrow—some of 
them call it ‘‘miraculous’’—escape from 
serious injury at 12:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing when a heavy iron shaft cover was 
strangely blown through the two-story 
flat building at 815 Hickory street, pass- 
ing through two bedrooms and wrecking 
the beds on which four persons” were 
sleeping. 

The cap covered an air shaft in the 
Mil lCreek sewer tunner, at E:ghth 
and Hickory streets, 50 feet from the 
house. It was 16 inches ‘in diameter, 
four inches thick and weighed 76 pounds. 
From the force with which it was hurled 


through the building the police es@nate| 


that it had been lifted high into the air 
over the nouse by an explosion of gas. 

The upper and lower flats are iden- 
tical in arrangement—four rooms, one 
behind the other, the third from the 
front being a bedroom. In the upper 
bedroom were sleeping Mr. and Mrs. 
Frederick Tiggard and their two small 
daughters, Margaret, 4,--and Irene, 2, 
the children being in a crib near the 
bed occupied by their parents. In the 
lower, Mr. and Mrs. John Frederick 
were sleeping in a folding bed. 

Arrangement of Beds. 

By an unusual arrangement, the foot 
of the Tiggard bed, an tron one, was 
only two feet from the north wall, the 
head being four or five feet from the 
south wall. The wooden hood of the 
Frederick folding bed was towards the 
north wall and two feet away from it. 
The Frederick bed was almost directly 
under the Tiggard bed, although the 
sleepers faced in opposite directions. 

The iron cap struck the roof just 
inside the line of the north bedroom 
wall, directly over the foot of the up- 
per bed and the head of the lower. 
As it crashed through into the upper 
bedroom it struck the foot of the iron 
bed, veered back towards the wall, 
crashed through the floor, and, with 
its impetus greatly checked, struck 
the hood of the Frederick bed. 

Sleepers Only Bruised. 

The footplece of the Tiggard bed 
was smashed as if it had been made 
of straw, bringing the whole bed 
down with itt and bruising the sleep- 
ers, but not seriously injuring them. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Tiggard believe 
they would have been killed if they 
nad had their bed turned around in 
the usual way, with their heads where 
the cap struck. The children were 
covered with falling plaster, but were 
more frightened than hurt. 

The heavy wooden hood of the folding 
bed probably saved Mr. and Mrs. Fred- 
erick from injury. as it withstood the 
impact sufficiently to turn the cap out 
of its oourse. Standing at the point 
where the cap finally landed, one could 
look upwards through two ceilings and 
the roof and see daylight through a 
jagged hole about two feet across. 

Explosion a Mystery. 

P. J. Lewelling, superintendent of 
construction for the sewer, said today 
that he was at a loss to explain the ex- 
plosion. The shaft is there, he ex- 
plained, to permit an escape of gas from 
the tunnel. Workmen declared this same 
cap was lifted 2% feet by an explosion 
yesterday afternoon, but this was not 
verified. It is supposed that the heavy 
rains which flooded the sewer had some- 
thing to do with the accumulation of 
gas and the explosion. 

Workmen of the night shift in the 
tunnel north of Ninth street were called 
out at midnight because of the rapidly 
increasing flow of water. From Sixth 
and Rutger streets, where there is an- 
other airshaft 47 feet deep, the tunnel 
is 21 feet high and 2 feet wide. Streams 
pouring in from airshafts supplemented 
by seapage brought the water to a six- 
foot depth. 

Mule Objects to Rescue. 

The men were working with a mule, 
sometimes called “Dynamite,’’ but more 
usually referred to as “Gravy.” When 
they attempted to get her out she be- 
came frightened, broke away and swam 
towards Ninth street. Although the 


men tried to coax her to come to them, 
“Gravy” refused and had to be aban- 
doned to her fate. 


Men who went down after daylight ex- 
pecting the mule had drowned, were sur- 
prised to see “Gravy’’ still swimming 
around, only her head showing out of 
water. Two rafts were made of whisky 
barrels from a nearby distillery and a 
gang of workmen, directed by Joseph 
Benella as foreman, once more under. 
took the rescue. At 10 o'clock ‘‘Gravy” 
was stil) refusing to be caught.

The ‘‘Somebody”’ Was the Presi- 
dent, Come to Visit Robert 
E. Lee’s Birthplace. 


WASHINGTON, May 2.-—The yacht 
Mayflower, returning from New York 
with President Wilson and his party, 
docked at the navy yard here at 6:30 
a. m. today. The President motored 
to the White House for breakfast. 

The yacht remained anchored through- 


out the night in the Potomac below 
Washington, in order to give the Pres- 
ident another night on the water before 
returning to his desk. 

President Wilson's impressions of the 
Atlantic fleet which he reviewed at 
New York, were set forth in the fol- 
lowing statement issued at the White 
House today and sent by wireless to 
Admiral Fletcher: 

“I am greatly struck by the appear- 
ance of the fleet and the quiet effi- 
ciency shown by the officers and men, 
as I am sure every one must have been 
who had the pleasure of seeing it as- 
sembled at New York. There could 
have been no more interesting verifica- 
tion of Admiral Dewey's statement that 
the navy was never in @ better or more 
efficient condition and that the country 
has every reason to be proud of it, and 
every reason to wish to go forward in 
its policy of steadily adding to its 
strength and equipment.” 

The President and nis party stopped 
on their way up the river to go ashore 
at Wakefield, Va., and at Stratford, 
Va., to. visit the birthplaces of George 
Washington and Robert £. Lee. The 
house in which Lee was ObDBorn still 
stands, Dut only a monument marks the 
birthplace of Washington. Folk in that 
secluded section of Virginia were 
amazed and overjoyed at the visit of 
the presidential party. 

The President with Miss Margaret 
Willson, Mrs. Howe, his sister, Mrs. 
Anna Cothran, his niece, Dr. Grayson 
and Capt. Luckett went ashore in a fiat 
boat because the launches of the May- 
flower were unable to make the landing. 

Dr. and Mrs. Stewart and their son 
now occupy the Lee homestead, which 
is in a clearing more than a mile from 
shore by a narrow path through thick 
woods. Mrs. Stewart greeted the Presi- 
dent and his party warmly.

Salandra Receives Ovation.

After the formalities of the opening 
Premier Salandra said: ‘“‘Gentlemen, I 
have the honor to present to you a Dill 
to meet the eventual expenditures of a 
national war.”

ne Premier then began an exposi- 
tion of the situation of Italy before 
the opening of hostilities in Europe. 
He declared that Italy had submitted 
to every humiliation from Austria- 
Hungary for the love of peace. By 
her ultimatum to Servia. the Premier 
said, Austria had annulled the equil- 
ibrium of the Balkans and prejudiced 
Italian interests there. Notwithstand- 
ing this evident violation of the 
treaty of the Triple Alliance, Italy 
endeavored during long months to 
avoid a conflict, but these efforts 
were bound to have a limit in time 
and dignity. 

‘This ts why the Government felt 
itself forced to present its denuncia- 
tion of the Triple Alliance on May 
4," said Premier Salandra. 

These declarations were received 
with great applause, which the Pre- 
mier tried to quiet. When he had 
succeeded in so doing he sald: “Ttaly 
must be united at this moment, when 
her destinies are being decided.”

Upon Austria. 

The minimum demands made upon 
Austria in behalf of Italy by Foreign 
Minister Sonnino were: 

1. The cession of the entire province 
of Trent (part of the Austrian Tyrol), 
according to the frontier of the king- 
dom of Italy im 1811.

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POST-DISPATCH MAN SEES 
TWO MONSTER GUNS WHICH 
FRANCE HOLDS IN RESERVE 


First American Newspaper Correspondent to 
Be Shown Through Vast Artillery and 
Ammunition Works of the Republic. 


By LINCOLN EYRE. 


A Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World, 
PARIS, May 20.—Holding back 


Germany's legions is the task of the 
Republic’s young manhood, but it is 
all the people of France who are 
making ths munitions of war. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of them, men, 
women, even children, all ages and 
all classes, have a hand in the cease- 
less business of supplying guns and 
shells and cartridges to the French 
armies up in the North. 
How this host of workers carries out 
its grim job the correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch has just been afforded 
én opportunity to study at the closest 
range. On the invitation of the Minister 
of War, I have visited the three most 
important armament works in France, 
a privilege never before granted an 
American newspaper man. 

Krupps Not Any Better. 
The inevitable conclusion formed from 
such an inspection is that the work of 
the Krupps may be good, but it cannot 
be better. than that of the Creusot 
plant. 
Although the name of the great French 
gunmakers is Schneider & Co., the brand 
of death-dealing instruments they ovro- 
duce is generally called Creusot, because 
their principal factory is in the small 
town of Le Creusot, in the Saore re- 
gion. 
My visit included, besides this monster 
plant, the French Government's artil- 
lery construction shops and the “school 
of explosives” at Bourges. In the latter 
establishment, shells made all over 
France receive their charges. Armament 
manufacturers in France are not con- 
centrated in one place, as at Essen, in 
Germany. Roeder reported 46,000 work- 
ers at Krupps’. In Sehneider’s, the Gov- 
ernment plants and those affiliated with 
them, there are well over 50,000, and still 
this figure falls short by many thou- 
sands of the vast total of French men 
and women laboring to provide Gen. 
Joffre with cannan and other needs. 

Atiliery Surprises in Store. 
From the viewpoint of military impor- 
tance, the most interesting thing I saw 
was the sensational artillery surprise 
France has in store for her enemy. 
Two mighty guns, neither of which yet 
has been fired at the German lines, are 
hidden away in huge recesses of the 
Cretusot works, waiting the psychological 
moment fixed by the French General 
Staff for their appearance. 
One of them is a massive howitzer, 
with a 37-centimeter muzzle, destined to 
hurl shells heavier than a good-sized 
office safe. Not only the gun itself, 
but the shell as well, is declared by the 
French to be far superior to the much- 
vaunted German “42.” 
About their other prodigy, the Creusot 
management is even less communicative. 
One is forbidden to mention its caliber, 
which is slightly less than that of its 
big brother; but, perhaps, one may 
state that its efficiency in spreading 
wholesale death is even greater than 
that of the 87. 
White-Haired Woman Staffs Shells. 
Of special interest was the spectacle 
of scores of American-made machines, 
bearing such names as the Brown & 
Sharpe Manufacturing Co., Providence, 
R. I., and Warner & Swasey Co., Cleve- 
land, automatically grinding out fuses 
for French shells in the big room from 
LS 


which issue daily 100,000 fuses. 

But more impressive, I thought, 
than all the other engrossing activi- 
ties of these places was the specta- 
cle of a white-haired, motherly look- 
ing woman placidly engaged in stuf- 
fing shells for the famous ‘75’ gun 
with the deadliest explosive known 
to French engineers. 

I asked my officer guide if she 
realized just what it was she was 
doing. 

‘Everybody here understands. very 
fully the work he or she is doing for 
their country,” he replied. 

The supreme importance to France of 
such work was brought home to me very 
vividly when in conversation with an in- 
habitant of Bourges I learned that early 
on the morning of my visit a woman 
spy had been shot for seeking to probe 
the secrets of the artillery construction 
plant. She was a German who spoke 
excellent French, and by means of a 
false passport managed to live for 
weeks in Bourges before she was discov- 
ered. 

After her arrest, evidence was found 
that she was the leader of an espionage 
band, but though she confessed being 1 
German agent she denied the existence 
of confederates. She died very gamely, 
they say, and what little she had 
learned of military secrets perished with 
her. 

Sentries Outside ang Inside. 

It was a bit difficult to realize in the 
face of the delightful hospitality  ex- 
tended to me by officials of the work- 
shops, how thick is the wal! which 
screens the secrets of arman.ent from 
too curious eyes. Yet, in the double 
lines of sentries outside and inside, the 
feeling of being under constant obser- 
vation and the knowledge that specially 
trained military detectives were at ev. 
ery hand, there was ample evidence of 
incessant watchfulness. 

At Le Creusot, which lies in a hollow, 
amid steeply rising hills, one catches 
a sight on the skyline of big anti-air- 
craft guns, awaiting the possible coming 
of Zeppelins of Taubes. They haven’t 
come yet, but the distance from the 
nearest point in the German lines is 
easy by air route. 

For miles around both Bourges and 
Le Creusot motor cars are constantly 
halted, and their occupants interrogate} 
by territorial highway guards, and a 
great cordon of outposts stands always 
ready to cry warning over the telephone 
should any hostile airship appear in the 
vicinity. 


Deadly “White Sand,” 
I Inspected first the School of Ex- 


plosives, so called because the artillery- 
men go there to specialize in that sci- 
ence. Here there are perhaps 10,000 
workers, of whom 300) are women. Their 
duties are the loading of cartridges and 
shelis with explosives, the nature of 
which is revealed to none except the 
highest authorities of the General Staff, 
but which resembles white sand. 

Of the men working in the school per- 
haps half have been mobilized and sub- 


- a 


sequently sent back to Bourges from 
their regiments, because what they can 
do there is of more value than their 
presence in the trenches. Thus, one be- 
holds a soldier in uniform sitting on the 
same work bench with a girl or old 
man, all intent on the same task. 


The manufacture of fuses alone keeps 
many hundreds busy. There are 400 
machines engaged on this work, and half 
of them are of American make. On the 
wall of one loom I saw a change gear 
table, printed in English, by the Acme 
Company of Cleveland. Much of the 
lubricating ofl that pours over them also 
comes from the United States. 

‘Happy Women Making Fuses. 

I was informed there are four or 
five times ag many women employed 
now as there were before the war. They 
seamed happy and contented over their 
crim work, these womer. and girls and 


all of them wore little bunches -of flow- 
ers. I learned that the shop in which 
they sit turned out 2500 fuses a day 


_hefore the war, and now 100,000 daily. 


| They have a half day off each week, 
but the machinery kesxps running 22 
hours a day, seven days a week. 


At the school I saw my first 37 centi- 
metre shell. Subsequently, at Creusot, 
I saw two scores of them. Near where 
this first one was lying reposed an 
unexploded shell fired by a German 
49") near Verdun. The two seemed 
elmost ‘dentical in size, but ef different 
shape. 

From the School of Explosives I mo- 
tored to the artillery workshops in an- 
cther part of town. This establishment 
is under direct control of the artillery 
Franch of the General Staff. It em- 
rloys fewer men than its neighbor and 
a much smaller percentage of women, 
because of the heavier character of 
work. 


Here I got my first glimpse of the 
“37. gun, as yet unbaptized by fire. 
There were two of them, both un- 
mounted, and men were putting the 
finishing touches to their cavernous in- 
teriors. Looking through their bar- 
rels was like looking through the sub- 
way. The workmen have christened 
this monster ‘“Le Vainquer,” (‘The 
Conqueror.”’) 

To describe in detail what I saw in 
four hours spent in this place would be 
to write a history of modern gun-mak- 
ing in technical detail. Suffice it to say 
that one’s mind is benumbed by the 
amazing number of intricate operations 
necessary before even the smallest gun 
is ready for the field. 


But where this plant at Bourges is big, 
that at Le Creusot is colossal. Approach- 
ing the town by motor as,I did one re- 
marks first the obvious prosperity of the 
people. All the women seem to wear 
Parisian frocks, which is by no means 
the rule in French provincial communi- 
ties. 

Before visiting the factory—it covers 
1100 acres, and through it, directly or in- 
directly, a population of %,000 is making 
a living—I was shown the palace be- 
longing to Eugene Schneider, head of 
the company, and was permitted to wan- 
der through his greenhouses and over 
his smoothly trimmed lawns. Trimmed 
lawns, by the way, are rare in France 
just now. 

35 Tons of White-Hot Steel, 

An hour later hell leaped forth at me 
from mighty blast furnaces which emit 
8 tons of white hot molten steel, pro- 


duced by the finest process known to 
science. 

“Tl wish we could give you to the Ger- 
mans in that form,” a foreman re- 
marked smilingly. 

I saw the steel cooled and cut into 
massive ingots, which were pushed in- 
to other furnaces, to emerge in the 
shape of giant bolsters, again white 
with heat. Enormous cranes seized 
each bolster, a dozen men superintend- 
ing the job and flung it into a ponder- 
ous stamping engine, which sent «a4 
mighty shaft down into the steel, hol- 
lowing it out in preparation for the 14 
pounds of explosive later to be injected 
into it. 

Then a five ton hammer beat its 
blunt nose into the mass, which final- 
ly was again flung aside to cool off. 
The whole of these operations on the 
bolster took less than ten minutes. — 

Afterward it again was heated and 
cooled by water for tempering purposes 
and then it was ready for the loading. 
which is done at Bourges. 

Apart from the explosive it contains 
each shell costs its makers $250. 

At Creusot women were chiefly in 
evidence in the manufacture of shrapnel 
bullets. All told there were 14,00 men 
employed in this particular Schneider 
establishment. 

The arrangements for obtaining labor 
from the renks of the army are simi- 
lar to those at Bourges, but the per- 
centage of workmen of military age is 
far greater, owing to the arduous phys- 
ical nature of the tasks. 

At the end of my visit I inspected a 
battery of heavy guns mounted on 
motor trucks. They had been ordered 
for Italy and were ready to be sent to

TRANSYLVANIA REQUISITIONED 
BY BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


Steamer’s Sallings Cancelled; Only 
Only Two Vessels Now in ‘Trans- 
atlantic Service of Anchor Line. 

NEW YORK, May 20.—Iit was an- 
nounced at the Cunard line ofiices to- 
day that the Anchor line steamship 
Transyvania, which arrived in Glas- 
gow from New York on Sunday last, 
had been requgitioned by the British 
Government. Her sailings have ac- 
cordingly been canceled. She was 
due to leave Glasgow next Saturday 
for New York. 

The withdrawal of the Transyvania 
leaves in the transatlantic passenger 
service of the Anchol lines only the 
steamships Orduna and Tuscania. 

The French line steamship Ro- 
chambeau, carrying 125 cabin and 1268 
steerage pasesngers, left here today 
for Bordeaux. Fears of submarines 
were apparently not entertained by 
Capt. Dumont of the liner, who said 
French warships always convoyed his 
vessel through the danger zone. 
Among the passengers were 11 nurses 
who are going to Dieppe for duty in 
the French base hospital. 


WOMEN KICK ON BRITISH WAGES 


LONDON, May 2®.—The Government 
civil Service Commissioners have an- 
nounced the schedule of wages to be 
paid for clerical labor to women who 
will be employed in order to release 
males for military service. The weekly 
rates follow: Typists, 20 shillings 
($4.80); ordinary clerical work 21 to 2% 
ehiilings; shorthand typists, 26 shil- 
lings, supervising cierks, 30 shillings. 

These rates are from a fifth to third 
lower than the wages -paid to tem- 
porary male labor in the same posi- 
tions and women's associations and 
trades unions have lodged vigorous 
protests.

ITALY CAUSES A = DELAY 


Washington Says Total Aban- 
donment of Submarine War- 
fare Is Not Essential. 


WASHINGTON, May 2%.—President 
Wilson will await a reply from Ger- 
many to the recent American note be- 
fore making further representations to 
the allies on alleged violations of inter- 
national law in their commercial em- 
bargo on Germany. This is because of 
an unwillingness on the part of the 
President to have the situation with 
Germany complicated by the American 
Government’s correspondence with 
Great Britain. 

It is understood to be the President's 
position that the case of the United 
States, as set forth in its note to Ger- 
many, should be disposed of irrespective 
of any contemplated move with regard 
to the allies. The controversy between 
the United States and Germany, it wast 
pointed out, involves the safety of the 
lives of American citizens at sea and 
necessitates a prompt understanding. 


Representations to Allies Awaited. 
The fact that the United States is 


preparing to make what are described 
in some quarters as vigorous repre- 
sentations to the allies on the subject 
of contraband, however, already has 
had a noticeable effect in Austro-Ger- 
man circles here, where the action of 
the United States is awaited with keen 
interest.

Court Delivers Instructions After 
Lawyer Irvin Closes for the 
Plaintiff. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May #.—The legal 
issue between William Barnes and 
Theodore Roosevelt went to the jury 
this afternoon after Justice Andrews, 
presiding in the Supreme Court here 
at the trial of the suit for libel brought 
by the former chairman of the Repub- 
ican State Committee against the for- 
mer President of the United States had 
delivered his charge. The case was 
given to the jury at 3:11 o'clock. 

W. M. Ivins made the closing argu- 
ment for Barnes. 

Attorneys’ connected with the case 
said they considered it possible that 
a verdict might be returned some 
time today or tonight. | 

Ivins began his address by defin- 
ing his duty and criticsing, Attorney 
Bowers for delving into politics. 

“What,” he asked, “has the future 
usefulness of this defendant or even 
of this plaintiff got to do with this 
action at law?” 


Urges Jury to Forget Politics. 

He urged the jury to forget poli- 
tics and remember that “this is not a 
political controversy.” 

Ivins referred to a part of the story 
told by Col. Roosevelt “as a fairy 
tale.” 

“The question in this case is,” sald 
the lawyer, “has any man the right 
to rob another of his honor? A man 
must fight for his honor as he wuld 
fight for his life.” 

Ivins said the article alleged to be 
libelous charged Barnes as being “a 
political Benedict Arnold.” Then he 
said, “this defendant has charged so 
many men with being habitual] falsi- 
fiers that it has long since become a 
national joke.” 

“What does the word boss mean,” 
he continued. “I'll tel} you; it im. 
plies a dishonorable occupation. In 
the article complained of, bi-partisan 
boss rule is alleged. What does that 
mean? Simply that two bosses have 
come together to the detriment of 
the people. f 

Puts Two Questions, 


“The questions here ate: Has the ex- 
istence of invisible government been 
proven? Has the existence of a bi-parti- 
san boss rule been proven? 

“Who is the censor of the morals of 
men in this country? Well, my friend, 
Mr. Bowers, during his address divided 
the history of the country into three 
parts. The Colonel has had himself put 
in the class with George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln. He has put be- 
hind him Messrs. Guggenheim, Penrose, 
Barnes and many others whom he suf- 
fered for so many years. Mr. Roose- 
velt has changed his company. He has 
drawn new companions out of the dim 
past,”’ 

Continuing, Ivins referred to the de- 
fendant as ‘‘this master molder of libel; 
this master moider of phrases with 
which to attack his enemies,” and said 


ingly apparent. A disposition on the 
part of Government officials to fore- 
stall any such complaint on the part of 
the United States, as has been indicated 
in recent newspaper dispatches from 
America, has been evidenced.

CABINET IS 10 BE 


Churchill May Go With Kitch- 
ener—Lloyd-George Is Wanted 
for War Head. 


LORD FISHER IS ON DUTY 


Sir John French Said to Have 
Aided Lord Northcliffe in 
Munitions Attack.

LONDON, May 2.—The Liberal Minis- 
try thet has governed the British Em 
pire for the last 10 years, and thrice 
within that time has received the ap- 
proval of the country, has appeared be- 
fore the House of Commons for the last 
time. When Parliament reassembies, 
June 3, a coalition Cabinet will be in 
office. 

Changes more sweeping than seemed in 
prospect yesterday now promise to come 
over the week-end, when the redistribu- 
tion of portfolios is to be made. Lord 
Fisher, First Sea Lord@of the Admiralty, 
was at his office yesterday, which indi- 
cates that the Government has refused 
to accept his resignation and that the 
departure of Winston Churchill as First 
Lord of the Admiralty is inevitable It 
is even possible that Mr. Churchill may 
withdraw from the Cabinet entirely. He 
4s already a Major of Territorials, and it 
would cause little surprise should he go 
to the front. 

Harl Kitchener, as well, may leave the 
Cabinet for active service. A little while 
ago the idol of the nation, his popularity 
has been dimmed by attacks of newspa- 
pers which charge that he did not realize 
early enough the importance of high ex- 
plosives in this war. It is admitted, 
however, that when this was proved to 
him, he took no proper measures to ob- 
tain adequate supplies. 

Cealition Report Cenfirmed. 

The spokesmen for the two great rival 
parties, Premier Asquith and Andrew 
Bonar Law, made statements to the 
House of Commons yesterday confirming 
the reports of a coalition ministry. The 
Prime Minister said that nothing had 
been definitely arranged, but three 
things were certain—that the Prime wuin- 
ister and the Foreign Secretary will con- 
tinue in office, that no change is contem- 
plated in the policy of the country of 
prosecuting the war with all energy and 
"hat the reconstruction of the Cabinet 
Will not mean any eurrender by persons 
or parties of their political purposes. 

Andrew Bonar Law in endorsing this 
statement, said: ‘Our sole eonsideration 
& what will be best for finishing the 
war successfully.” 

Not for many years has a political 
transformation s0 overwhelmed the 
country with surprise. Only a week ago 
Premier Asquith said in the House of 
Commons that there was no thought of 
a reconstruction of the ministry. 

The rapid pressure of events, both 
abroad and at home, has driven the 
Government to a change of heart, and 
brought together the elder statesmen to 
deal with a situation charged with crit- 
ical elements. The events abroad have 
been the severe reverses of the Russian 
armies, which may be followed by more 
powerful German opposition to the a)l- 
lies’ lines in France and Belgium. and 
the slow progress of the operations 
against the Turks, whose campaign is 
being conducted largely by German offi- 
cers. 

Friction in the Admiralty. 

The events at home have been the fric- 
iton between Winston Spencer Churchill 
and Lord Fisher in the Admiralty, 
which one writer describes as “‘the nerve 
center of the nation,” and the attacks 
upon beth the War Office and the work- 
ingmen for their alleged failure to sup- 
ply the army with sufficient ammuni- 
tion. 

The Liberal members held a meeting 
last night, and expressed confidence in 
Premier Asquith, who explained the 
Government's position to them. The

As to the quesfion of

Not a Military Problem. 
“It is no use blinking the fact that the 
problem of material is partly industrial 
and partly psychological. It involves 
the handling of democracy as well as 
manufacture. In a word, it is not a 
military problem any more than the 
actual building of a battleship is a work 
of sailors. 
“Lord Kitchener cannot solve it. A 
regular military training, no matter how

PARKWAY CAN’T 
COST $15,000,000 


The Citizens’ Parkway Committee, 
after a meeting yesterday, issued an of- 
ficial statement to refute arguments be- 
ing circulated by parkway opponents. 
This statement has no relation what- 
ever to the anti-parkway arguments 
filed with City Counselor Baird by 
Julian M. Gibson. An answer to Gib- 
son’s arguments is being framed and 
will be made public later. The com- 
mittee’s statement just issued, follows:

HAS ENDORSED 
NURSING BILL 


Carondelet Organization Ap- 
points Committee in Fight 
on Tuberculosis. 


The nursing bill, which, if passed, will 
enable the city to establish a corps of 


tuberculosis nurses, has been indorsed 


by the Carondelet Woman's Club, 
is being urged for indorsements 
members of various other social. 
fessional and civic orzanizations. 
A committee of five, appointed by the 
Carondelet Club to advocate the pas- 
sage of the bill, consists of Mrs. A 
Cleaver, chairman; Mrs. C. J. Gooding, 
Miss Rose Cooper, Miss Della Stack! 
and Miss Ida Mueller. 

Carries Apprepriation of $8000. 
The nursing bill was introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen about a week 
&go at the instigation of the St. Louis 
Society for the Relief and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. It carries with it an 
appropriation of $8000, for the immediate 
employment of trained nurses tu visit 
the homes of indigent consumptives an’ 
care for them there. It also enables the 
city in the future to increase the corps. 
At present all of the home care tuber- 
culosis work is being done by private 
charity through the local anti-tubercu- 
losis society. Five nurses are maintained 
for the purpose. The society’s officers 
declare the money is not available to 
maintain more than the present staff. 
The nurses are caring for more than 
1200 patients and the number of cases is 
increasing. 

The campaign for the passage of the 
nursing bill is being conducted by the 
legislative committee, of which Jonn S. 
Lehman, is chairman, and the com- 
mittee on Institutional Care and Effi- 
clency, of which Mrs. M. A. Goldstein 
is chairman. 

Pictures Show Necessity of Work. 
The Wducational Committee, of which 
H. H. Langenberg is chairman, also is 
co-operating by arousing public enthu- 
siasm by means of an exhibit. 

This exhibit was at 6521 Olive street 
for 30 days, and is now at Eleventh 
street and Franklin avenue. Next week 
it will be at Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street. The exhibit protrays. by means 
of pictures and models, the necessity for 
the fight against the spread of tuber- 
culosis in this community. Through 
photographs citizens are instructed as 
to the care, relief and prevention of 
tuberculosis. Literature is distributed 
showing the work of the society and 
giving instructions to patients and their 
families.

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PASTOR, WITNESS 
N MINE. STRIKE 
HEARING, WARNED 


Receives Word That Criticism of 
Coldérado Fuel and Iron Co. 
May Cost Him Position. 


WASHINGTON, May %.—Conditions 
growing out of the Colorado coal strike 
were further delved into at todays 
hearing before the Federal Industrial 
Relations Commission. The Rev. Daniel 
S. McCorkle of Sunrise, Wyo., pastor 
there of one of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Co.’s mining camps, continued his 
testimony. 

The witness told the commission that 
when he went to Sunrise he was in- 
formed by the church authorities that 
the Colorado company maintained the 
church, buc that the fact was to be 
kept secret. He said he urged that 
this be made_ public. . 

John D. Rockefeller Jr, was ready 
to take the stand at the conclusion of 
the Rev. Mr. McCorkle’'s’ testimony. 
Rockefeller had been summoned to tes- 
tify regarding correspondence mace 
public since the original inquiry in New 
York. 

At Sunrise, the Rev. Mr. McCorkle 
said, the people were compelled to 
zg0 to saloons in a nearby town for 
amusement and school facilities were 
bed. 


Those Higher Up to Blame. 
“TI found that the local superiaternd- 


enl was not so much to blame, be- 
cause those higher up would do noth- 
ing for him,” said he. 

After the Ludlow catastrophe, he 
said, reports were circulated that tha 
company was planning to send to 
Sunrise “its armed hireling detect. 
ives,” and he preached a sermon as 
serting that a corporation which 
would send armed men into a work- 
ing community was guilty cf trea- 
son. He continued: 

“I said if Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Wel- 
born or any other officer of the com- 
pany was guilty of Tévying war und 
their acts ended in war ‘they must die 
for their treason.’ ’ 

Warned hy Church Head. 

After his sermon, McCorkle said, he 
received a letter from the head of the 
church in Wyoming declaring that he 
‘nust stop preaching oscialism. He was 
told, he said, that he had been sent to 
keep the foreigners down and not to 
stir them up. 

“The murder of women and children 
at Ludlow was one of the most terri- 
ble crimes in the history of our coun- 
try,’’ said McCorkle, ‘“‘and that led me 
to denounce it publicly.”’ 

Active efforts to remove him from 
the church followed, he said, but the 
reople in the community insisted that 
he remain and he did so. Tater he 
went tc Denver and saw L. M. Bow- 
crs, one of the company heads. 


“Social Service Satanic.” 
“IT saw Mr. Bowers for half an hour,” 


said McCorkle, “during which he took 
up the whole time with a monologue 
denouncing all forms of social service 
among the miners as ‘satanic.’ He toiud 
me the social service work of all the 
churches was the work of the Devil.’” 

“Since I have been in Washington 
to appear before this commission,” 
the clergyman continued, “Il have 
been warned to be careful what I 
might say against the company. Mr. 
Bainton, one of our missionaries at 
Denver, dave the warning to my wife, 
who has \just written me as follows: 

“‘Mr. Bainton made me very angry 
by warning’ you through me that fur- 
ther criticism of the company might 
cost you your position.” 


Doctor Too Late, Charced Anyway. 
McCorkle declared doctor's bills at 


Sunrise were taken out of the work- 
ers’ wages. In one case, he said, the 
company doctor dtd not arrive until 
a baby was born, but charged $25, 
which was deducted from the father’s 
pay check. ' 

“The mother,’ McCorkle said, ‘“‘de- 
clared there was only $5 left to live 
on that month after the rent and doc- 
tor’s bill were taken out. When the 
baby was sick and the doctor pre- 
scribed castor oil, he would not leave 
one dose because there was no money 
to pay for it. Irresponsible access to 
the workers’ pay checks given by the 
company to this physician is wrong 
and will cause unrest so long as it is 
continued.” 

At the company store at Sunrise, he 
said workers who did not trade there 
were discriminated against and in 
one day three different prices were 
charged for flour to three different 
persons. That, he said, was due to 
the fact that the clerks were forced 
to take part of their wages in com- 
mission. 

McCorkle, when shown 
from President Welborn, saving he 
had ordered abuses at Sunrise 
stopped, testified that the practices he 
complained of had recently been dis. 
continued. 

Commissioner Wetnstock asked the 
clergyman how he reconciled hig 
views to the teachings of Jesus Christ. 
The commissioner referred to the 
scriptural injunction of turning the 
other cheek if smitten. 

“Jesus did not mean that one shoulé 
make a windmill of himself when con- 
stantly assailed.” declared McCorkle. 

“T would never use force, how- 
ever,” the clergyman insisted, “yn- 
less the other fellow used it first.”

ENGLAND ORDERS 
G00 CANNON FROM 
BETHLEHEM C0 


Plant Already Turning Out 
12,000 Shrapnel and 50,000 
Small Shells Daily. 


BETHLEHEM, Pa.. May %.—The 
Bethlehem Steel Co. has received an or- 
der for 800% cannon from Lord Kitchener 
of the British War Office. The order 
was accompanied by a check for $16,- 
150,000, partly for work already done 
by the Bethlehem Steel Co. for the 
British Government and partly an ad- 
vance payment for material that will 
go into the new ordnance. 

The cannon ordered are field pieces of 
the kind that can be turned out in 
about a month, and the Bethlehem com- 
pany is now equipped to make them 
faster than any other concern in the 
world. It is declared Bethlehem is as 
well equipped as Krupp’s, and in many 
departments surpasses the great Ger- 
man plant.

Dropping of Bomb Called ‘‘Das- 
tardly Attempt to Murder,”’ 
Report to Go to Bryan. 


PHILADELPHIA, May  20.—Capt. 
Lars Larsen Herland of the American 
oil tanker Cushing, arrived here yes- 
terday with his ship and submitted to 
his employers a report dealing with 
the attack made on the Cushing on 
April 28 by a German aeroplane, 
which dropped three bombs, one of 
which struck the rail of the vessel. 

The captain refers to the bomb- 
dropping as a “dastardly act, a delib- 
erate attempt to sink an unarmed 
vessel and murder the members of 
the crew.” A copy of this report will 
be forwarded to the State Department 
at Washington. The German airman 
swept in narrow circles over the 
tanker, trying to get directly over the 
funnel, with the idea, apparently, of 
dropping a bomb down it and into 
her engine room. No one was hurt 


by the explosion of the bomb which 
struck the Cushing. 


Cushing was about 25 miles from 
Antwerp and eight miles from the 
North Hinder lightship. It was near 
7 o'clock in the evening, but there 
was ample light for the pilot of the 
biplane to see the words, “Cushing, 
New York, United States of America,” 
painted on each side of the vessel in 
letters eight feet high, and to note 
the stars and stripes at the mast- 
head and the taffrail.

With a united country behind Asquith, it. is 
fitting that the positions of command shall not 
be restricted to the representatives of any par- 
ticular political opinion. During the continua- 
tion of the crisis it is of manifest advantage 
that the best minds in the kingdom, without ref- 
erence to party, shall be stationed at the points 
of stress. 

The new distribution of responsibility result- 
ing from the Cabinet re-organization has many 
points of benefit, aside from the new talent it 
puts at the disposal of the Government. It mini- 
mizes the criticism due to prejudice and parti- 
san rancor, invites the more complete confidence 
ofsthe nation and tends to a higher degree of 
national unity. 

The allegation that even Gen. Kitchener has 
been found wanting in certain respects will take 
the world by surprise. But we may remember 
that Grant and others of our own leaders were 
made a subject of savage criticism and while 
much of it was unjustified, it was not without 
wholesome effects on those criticized. If the 
changes result in nothing more than a rational 
censorship system it will not be destitute of 
value. 

England is only doing what France did in the 
very first weeks of the war; what Lincoln did 
in 1862 when he reorganized his Cabinet with 
E. M. Stanton, a Democrat and Attorney-Gen- 
eral under Buchanan, as Secretary of War, and 
what the United States would probably do now 
if unfortunate enough to be involved in war. 

That men like Taft, Root, Murdock, Borah, 
Mann and others would be drafted to the aid of 
the administration is one of the strong proba- 
bilities; in the event that Mr. Wilson’s efforts to 
preserve the peace are fruitless.

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HOBBLING THE EFFICIENCY SYSTEM. 

The threat to abolish the Efficiency Board by 
initiative is to be placed with the former fatuous 
threats to cut off the board’s appropriations, to 
take political reprisals on its members, to oppose 
strict obedience to the law by virtual blackmail. 

As a bluff, this last despairing effort of the 
spoilsmen will have no effect on the board and 
ts policy. No other feature of the new charter 
was more discussed than the one providing for 
the merit system; no other had a more decisive 
approval by the people. The property rights of 
small bosses in city jobs paid for by the people 
and created to render service to the people 
are no longer recognized. The time and money 
spent in getting signatures to initiative petitions 
will be wasted. St. Louis will never go back 
to the old wasteful system.

WAR GAME STARTS: 
DEFENDING FLEET 
AWAITS ATTAGK 


Warships Under Fletcher Take 
Stations to Repel ‘‘Invasion” 
of Atlantic Coast. 


NEWPORT, R. I., May 0.—The de- 
fense of the coast from Portsmouth, N. 
H., to Cape Hatteras against attack Dy 
an invading fleet was the problem which 
occupied the attention of the Atlantic 
fleet beginning at midnight. At that 
hour the battleships, destroyers and sub 
marines which steamed out of New York 
yesterday under review by President 
Wilson, became the fleet of defense in 
the mimic war arranged by the Navy 
Department to test the strength of the 
country’s protection against foreign 
invasion. 

Somewhere at sea were the vessels of 
the hostile fleet. The scout cruiser 
Chester, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Frank FE. Beatty, who is in charge of 
the threatened attack on the coast, was 
believed to represent a division of su 
per dreadnoughts. The mine layer, San 
Francisco, was thought to be regarded 
as a transport group, headed for a 
beach on which to land a fighting force. 
Three torpedo-boat destroyers were 
mimic equivalents of other elements of 
an invading fleet. These vessels, which. 
left here several days ago, are to make 
their dash on some point on the north- 

eastern seaboard. 

To surprise this attack and repel the 
invasion is the task of Admiral] Frank 
iF. Fletcher, commanding the Atlantic 
fleet. The great naval strength repre- 
sented on the Jiudson River for the 
last week is at his disposal, each unit 
to carry out its part in a scheme of na- 
tional defense such as would obtain in 
actual war. 

It is believed here that the torpedo- 
boat destroyers of the fleet already have 
been disposed to form a skirmish line. 
covering all that part of the coast sup- 
posably in danger of attack. 

The question whether the United 
States has been invaded or whether the 
enemy fleet has been repulsed is to be 
determined by Rear Admiral Austin M. 
Knight, president of the Naval War Col- 
lege. He is now on the cruiser Brook- 
lyn, accompanied by representatives of 
the leaders of opposing forces. The 
Brooklyn is to keep constantly in touch 
with the movement in the game by wire- 
less, 

The extent to which arrangements for 
conditions as nearly as possible ap- 
proaching those of real war have been 
carried is indicated by the fact that ev- 
ery naval radio station on the Atlantic 
coast has been ordered devoted ex- 
clusively to the war game. 


BLIND BASKET MAKER DIES 


James Hray, 61, One of First in Sf. 
Louis to Learn the Trade. 
James Bray, 61 years old, one of 
the first blind St. Louisans to learn 
basket-making, died of pneumonia 
last night at his home, 3130 Park 
avenue. The workshop for the blind 
at 3741 Cass avenue will be closed 
Saturday so his 15 associates may 
attend his funeral. 
Bray went daily to and from his 
home to the shop, where he had be- 
come a master of basket-making. He 
worked until Wednesday, when he 
suddenty became ill. He was educatea 
in the Missouri School for the Blind 
and was considered one of the most 

prominent workers in their cause.

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ANTHNEPOTISM 
BILL REGARDED AS 
SLAP AT MAYOR 


To Name C. H. Daues, a Cousin, 
as Counselor—Schramm Has 
3 Relatives in His Office. 


The introduction of an anti-nepotism 
bill in the Board of Aldermen tomor- 
row by Alderman Ralph Eilers will be 
regarded by Mayor Kiel and his friends 
as a move to prevent the elevation of 
Charles H. Daues from Assistant City 
Counselor, aS Daues is a cousin of the 
Mavor of the sixth degree of consan- 
guinty. Mayor Kiel announced last De- 
cember that he would appoint Daues to 
succeed City Counselor William E. 
Baird, whose term expired last month. 

Many Aldermen have been interested 
in the anti-nepotism bill for the last 
two weeks, and several declined to in- 
troduce it before Alderman Eilers an- 
nounced that he would sponsor the 
measure. Theodore Umbright, Republic- 
an City Committeeman of the Third 
Ward, is credited with originating the 
measure as a@ move in his campaign to 
oppose the administration. 


Speech Displeases Hall. 

Committeeman Umbright is leading the 
anti-parkway movement in the epub- 
lican committee. Assistant Counselor 
Daues is said to have incurred the dis- 
pleasure of Organization men generallv 
by making a speech against the pat- 
ronage system in the Mayor's office to 
rebuke Alderman Nathan H. Hall when 
the latter complained that two Demo- 
cratic precinct workers got jobs in 
Fairground Park under the Efficiency 
Board system, when he had been un- 
able to get places there for two Repub- 
lican constituents. 

Daues said to Hall, in the presence of 
Mayor Kiel, “You do not realize, Nat. 
that a wave of progress has swept this 
nation from the Atlanti2 to the Pacific. 
and in our great cities we no longer 
have Republicans and Democrats, just 
citizens,’’ 

Daues said he only made the speech 
as a bit of pleasantry to see what ef- 
fect it would have upon Hall. Hall has 
repeated the speech before many Re 
publican gatherings since, and a definite 
anti-Daues movement has developed 
among organization men. 

State Senator Peter Anderson, Repub- 
lican committeeman of the First Ward, 
also is in the field against Daues be- 
cause of a speech Daues made in a 
Police Court recently, describing how, 
when he is City Counselor, he would 
banish politicians and ‘‘fixers’’ from the 
premises. Daues met Anderson in court 
one morning, and expressed displeasure 
at the sight of many Republican work- 
ers looking after the cases involving 
their constituents. He proceeded to tell 
Anderson that his regime would be en- 
tirely different, and that he would in- 
struct his assistants in charge of prose- 
cutions at Police Courts to have no 
communication with politicians er oth- 
ers who seek to “front’’ for defendants 
before a case is tried. 

The policies of Daues are coupled with 
the failure of Mayor Kiel to provide the 
usual patronage for the organization 
men, as a basis for a movement 
against the administration. 

Turn to Koeln, 
The opposition movement has turned 
to Collector Edmond Koeln and asked 
him to assume leadership, with hints 


mayoralty nomintation in 1917. Koeln de- 
nies he is an aspirant for the mayor- 
alty, but has told friends that he is in 
favor of limiting the activity of the 
Efficiency Board. 

The proposed investigation of Asses- 
sor Frank W. Schramm for the dismis- 
sal of William J. Mockler, after Mock- 
ler had demanded back the blank res- 
ignation he had signed to qualify as 
a Deputy Assessor, will be used as an 
argument in favor of the anti-nepotism 
bill by Aldermen. Schramm appointed 
his son, William C. Schramm, Chief 
Deputy at $200 a month, and the young- 


er Schramm has assumed responsibility 
for statements Mockler asserts were 
made to him by Assessor Schramm, 

Two other close relatives also are em- 


ployed in Schramm’s office. His brother- 
in-law, Fred J. Spindler is chief clerk 
at $1800 a year and his stepfather, E. 
©. Chamberlain, is a clerk at $84) a 
year. 

Eilers explained that the Dill he 
expects to introduce tomorrow lr not 
aimed at the Mayor and Daues cr at 
Assessor Schramm and his son. H6 
pointed out that the measure could 
not be retroactive and would not af- 
fect anybody in office at the time it 
became law.

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PEACE CONFERENCE 
STIRRED BY DEBATE 
ONU. 5. ARMAMENT 


Secretary Garrison Advocates 
Immediate Consideration of 
Defense Problem. 


By Associated Press. 
MOHONK LAKE, N. Y., May 2.—The 


Lake Mohonk Conference on Internation- 
al Arbitration furnished the forum today 
for a warm debate on armament be- 
tween Secretary of War Garriscn and 
Gen, Leonard Wood on the one side and 
Norman Angell of New York on the oth- 
who is one of the foremost 


advocates of disarmament, and who 
recently returned from hospital service 
in the war zone, declared that the words 
of the Secretary of War and the former 
chief of staff of the army urging the 
United States to make greater military 
preparations were “precisely the 
speeches he had heard so many times in 
Germany.” 

Gen. Wood spoke after the Secretary 
of War had finished a plea for more ad- 
equate armament. “We soldiers and 
sailors,”” said he, “are merely your 
trained servants. You create wars, we 
try to terminate them. Nine out of 10 
wars are based on trade. The trouble 
with most conferences of this kind is 
that they do not look conditions in the 
face. We must not delude ourselves 
that our geographical remoteness haa 
made us safe.’ 


Danger of Invasion Increased. 
Improved methods cf transport, he as- 


serted, have increased the danger of in- 
vasion. “‘This is one of the great causes 
of armament—this and the greater ef- 
ficiency of implements of war. When we 
have ceased to fight for our honest con- 
victions we shall cease to be worthy to 
exist as a nation. It is murder for you 
to send your boys to war untrained 
when it is possible to train them. All 
we soldiers and sailors want is that 
you give us a reasonable degree of prep- 
aration so when your boys come to us 
to fight the sacrifice may be as light as 
possible.”’ 

Angell fairly ran to the speakers’ 
stand to make his reply. ‘Nowhere 
would those speeches have been so wel- 
come as in Germany,’’ he cried. He de- 
clared that increased armaments of- 
fered no solution of the peace problem. 
“Here are two nations anxious to keep 
the peace by each being stronger than 
the other. This is an impossible situa- 
tion. I do not believe that this will be 
the war that will end war. The mere 
piling up of American armament will 
not help the problem. Obviously the mil- 
itaristic solution of being stronger than 
the other man—has failed. Do not let us 
make the same mistake as the nations 
of Europe.”’ 

The conference session then adjourned 
in a buzz of excited comment. 

To deliver his address Secretary Gar- 
rison made a hasty trip from Washinge- 
ton, using train, automobile and buck- 
board to reach this retreat in the Shaw- 
angunk Mountains. He departed imme- 
diately after speaking so that he might 
reach Washington in time for the Cab- 
inet meeting tomorrow. 

“T entirely sympathize with every sane 
and sensible movement which tends tu 
abolish conflict and to insure peace,” 
said Secretary Garrison; “‘but I am ut- 
terly out of sympathy with the idea 
that we should neglect or postpone con- 
sideration of what is now the existing 
condition, because of a hope or a belief 
or even conviction that it may be al- 
tered, even radically altered, in the fu- 
ture.’”’

Mr. Garrison said, could only be 
brought about “by those who are 
strong, courageous, self-respecting and 
righteous; by those who look facts fear- 
lessly in the face and act accordingly; 
by those whose conduct is guided ty 
reason and judgment.”’ If we are a na- 
tion possessing these characteristics, he 
declared, ‘‘then we will fearlessly and 
courageously take up the present prob- 
lem and determine it properly and be 
prepared in the proper way and with 
the proper spirit for what may come 
hereafter.’’ 

Secretary Garrison laid down as his 
“first and indusputable premise’ that 
self-preservation is the first law of a 
nation. The second premise was that 
“a nation to deserve preservation must 
he sane, just, righteous, self-respecting 
and courageous.’’ Since these virtues, 
he said, were obtained only by conflict 
they could be retained only by being 
prepared to defend them from inevit- 
able assaults He took Issue with the 
belief that if a nation takes nilitary 
precaution it invites what it seeks to 
prevent or repel. 

“If the only reason that we should 
rot prepare such strength as may be 
necessary to protect ourselves is be- 
cause of a fear that we may be tempted 
to misuse it and may in fact misuse it, 
it were better to run that risk than the 
risk of feebleness and weakress aginst 
the strength of %thers which is just a: 
iikely, on this theory, of being misused 
against us. 


Geographical Position. 

“Our geographical position undoubht- 
edly minimizes the danger of invasion 
of our continental possessions. Our lack 
of aggressive intention and our right- 
eous intentions minimize the sources 
and causes of war; vour isolation has 
not as a fact assured our freedom frum
